Then:the An:ghts, two and two, 
ſave ſuch as want their Companion, 
Then the Reg7fter , having Gar- 
ter on his right hand, and the *Cſhex 
on his left. 
 Thenthe Prelate and the Chancel- 
lor on his left hand. 
'Thenthe Sword born by a Lord. 
Then the Sovereign , his Train 
born by.three young Noblemen, aſ- 
ſiſted by.: the Gentleman -of the 
Robes. 
Thus Proceeding , when they 
come tothe (, hapter-hoxſe door,the 
Sove-

Soverergn, with the Knights, and the 
Officers of the Order enterin, where 
a C hapter is to be kept on the Eve 
always of courſe , unleſs it have 
been kept before in the Privy- 
Chamber by agreement of the So- 
vereign and Companions, 

Aiter the Chapter they proceed to 
the Qare in manner as before, 

Thenthe Poor Kmghts enter firſt 
none body,and making their obey- 
ances firſt towards the Altar , next 
towards the Soverergns- Stall, they 
20 up tothe Stepsbetore the Alcar. 

Then the Prebexds enter, and 
having likewiſe made their Ubey- 
ſances, take their Seats, 

The Officers of Arms follow, ha- 
ving made their Obeyſances, goup; 
tothe Steps of the Altar, and there

Then the two youngeſt Kn:ghts 
(or one if he want his Compani- 
on) enter the Chappel, as far as the 
Soverergns Stall, then make their 
firſt Reverence towards the Al- 
tar, and then towards the Soye- 
reigns Stall ; and fo aſcend up un- 
der their Banners, where they make 
their Reverences again , and ſtand 
before their Stalls. 

So do all the reſt of the Kzghrs 
in their Order; firſt, attheir entry 
into the Chappel, and fo againun- 
der their Banners. 

Then the Regeſter, Garter, and 
Uſher make their Obeyſances, and 
ſtand before their Forms, 

The like is done by the Prelate 
and ( hancellor.

Then the Officers of 4rms come

Then the Poor Knights come 
down likewiſe in one Body, and af- 
ther their Obeyſances made, take 
their Seats. 

Then Service proceedeth , : and 
being ended , the Prelate is con- 
duced down from - the e Altar by 
the Serjeant of the Veſtry to his 
Seat, making his Obeyſances as be- 
ken the Þ Knigh 

Then the Foor Anghts go u 
the Steps of the Altar, h— 
their Obeyſances. 

So likewiſe do the Officers of Arms. 

Then Garter making his Obey- 
ſances, cometh before the Stalls es 
the

the youngeſt Krghts, and with a 
Reverence ſummoneth them to de- 
ſcend. 

Then the Amghts (beginning at 
the youngeſt) come downtwo and 
two, except ſuch whoſe Compa- 
nions are abſent: and having made 
their Obeyſances , firſt above in 
their Stalls, do the like below, and 
place themſelves before their Stalls. 
After all the Knghrs are come 
down, the Officers of the Order 
make their Obeylances, v/%, Reg- 

er , Garter , and Uſher firſt, then 
Chancellor, and Prelate, andſtand 
before their Forms. 

Then the Poor Knights come 
down ina Body, and making their 
Obeyfances , the Pxiſney formoſt, 
they proceed out of the C happel.

Then the Sovyerergy deſcendeth

| There theOfficers of Arms below, 
and the Knights towards the upper 
end of the Room place themſelves 
on a ſide oppoſite to the Kyzghrs 
Tables ; onevery of which is ſer- 
ved one Meſs ; and that Amnght 
who wants his Companion 1s to 
have the Meſs alone: And ſo the 
B 2 Sove-

Knights, is ſerved with Water: 
then Grace being ſaid, the Soverergy 
placed in his Chair , the chiefeſt 
Knight, it he want his Companion, 
is conducted by two Officers of 
eArms to his Table; and fo all the 
reſt according to their Semority, 
ſeating themſelves on the Bench 
ſide. 

After Supper all the Knights pro- 
ceed befors the S _——_; as H_ 
came, to the Prefence:; where the 
Sovereign having ſaluted them as be- 
fore, they depart totheir Lodgings,

The Sovererga coming forth, and 
having faluted the Knrghts m man-

Arms going before , they proceed 
towards the ( happel down the 
Stairs : at the foot whereof certain

Gentlemen of the Prryy-Chamber, 
appointed by the Lord Chamberlain, 
attend with a Canopy, which they 
bear over the Soyerergn; and ſo in 
order , ason the Eve, they paſs the 
ordinary way through the Courts 
down to the Jeſt Door of the ( hap- 
pel, and fo up to the Qwrre Door, 
where the Gentlemen ſtay with the 
Canopy until the Proceſſor. 

All being entredinto the Chappel, 
and having made their Reverences, 
and taken their places in the ſame 
manner as on the Eve, Service be- 
ginneth. 

Then the Prelate is conduQted 
up to the Altar, as on the Eve, by 
the Sereant of the Veſtry, 

Then the Officers of Arms come 
down from the Steps of the 4lrar, 
and place themſelves as on the Eve.

After the Creed is ſung and finiſh- 
ed, the Prelate pronounceth aloud, 
Let your light ſo ſhine, &c. 

Thenthe Officers of the i ardyobe 
ſpread the Carpet upon the Steps 
going up tothe Altar, and then the 
Poor Kmghts and Officers of Arms 
g0Uup thither, Then

Then Garter after the uſual man- 
ner ſummoneth the Knights to de- 
ſcend, ;

Then the Soverergy returneth to 
his Stall ,- conducted and attended 
as before; and turning , makes two 
Reverences , firſt below the De- 
ogrees, then near his Stall, the Of- 
hcers behind doing the ſame to-

The Kzights all the while tand- 
ing before their Stalls, the two E1- 
deſt Heraulds come down from the 
Steps of the Altar , (and making 
their uſual Obeyſances) 20 to the 
two Eldeſt Knights, and doing Re- 
verence unto them , after the faid 
Knights have made their (beylan- 
ces, they conduct them to the Altar 
where they offer, and then arecon- 
ducted to the lower end of the Stalls 
where they go up, and make their 
Obeyſances at their firſt entrance, 
and again when they come to their 
Stalls, and fo fit down, 

Then the next two Eldeſt He- 
raulds go down as the other did, be- 
fore the next two Eldeſt Knights. 
and conduct them by courſe until

All the Knights being placed in 
their Stalls , Service proceedeth, 
and being ended , the Prelate is 
conducted down to hns Seat by the 
Sergeant of the Veſtry, and the Pre- 
bends by the Verger. 

Then Garter = the uſual man- 
ner fummoneth the Knghrs to de- 
ſcend. 

And the Kmghrs being come 
down and placed before their Stalls, 
and the Officers before their Forms, 
the Poor Knights come down from 
the Altar, as the night before, and 
go forth, and ſo do the Prebends 
and Officers of Arms.
